NOTIFICATION 

S.O. 94'1(E;).—Whereas the People’s Libemtion 
Anny (Eastem Region), generally known us the 
PJ-A, the People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
(hereinafter referred to as PREPAK) and its 'Red 
Army’ as also the offshoots of PREPAK like the 
Kangleipak Communist Party and its armed wing 
also called the ‘Red Army’ and the United National 
Liberation Front (hereinafter collectively referred 
to as the Meitei .^tremist Organisations)— 

(i) have openly declared as their objective the 
formation of an independent Manipur 
comprising the State of Manipur and have 
resorted to violent activities in pursuance 
of their objective to bring about secession 
of the said State from the Union of India; 
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(ii) have been employing armed forces, namely 
the so-called People’s Liberation Army, 
the Red Army, their members and the other 
bodies set up by them, to aehieve ttieir 
aforesaid objective: 

(iii) have in funheranee of their aloresaid 
objective been employing the said arnn'd 
forces and members in attacking the 
Security Forces and the Civil Government 
and the citizens in the State of Manipur, 
and indulging in acts of looting and intimi¬ 
dation against the civilian population for 
collection of funds for their organisations; 

(iv) have made some efforts to resume i!mu' 
contacts with foreign cnimlrics for secui ng 
assistance by way of arms and training for 
the purpose of achieving their aforesaid 
objective. 

And whereas the Central Government is of ilie 
opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, die 
Meitei ExFcmist Organisations and other bodie.-. 
set up by them, including tfie armed group; named 
above, are unlawful associalion;v. 

And whereas the Central Government is furtlier 
of the opinion that because of the lepeated acls of 
violence and attacks by armed groups and members 
pf the Meitei Extremist Organisation.'; on ihe seeu- 
rity forces and on the civilian population, it is neces¬ 
sary to declare the Meitei Extremist organisations 
and other bodies sel up by them, including llie 
armed groups named above to be unlawful \.ilh 
immediate effect; ' , 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Un¬ 
lawful Activities (Preveniion) Act, 1967 (37 of 

1967); the Central Government hereby declares tltc 
People’s Liberation Army (Eastern Region), Peoplc’.s 
Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak and its Red 
Army as also offshoots of PREPAK like the Kanglei- 
pak Communist Party and its armed wing also call¬ 
ed the Red Army and other bodies sel up by them 
and the United National Liberation Front to be 
unlawful associations, and directs, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) 
of that section, that this notiffcalion shall, subject 
to any order that may be made under section 4 of 
the said Act, have effect from the date of its publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette,
